The  Select  Committee  '  of  Pa-lia- 
ment  in  Britain  which  has  been  in- 
vestigating the  desirability  of  a  tax 
on  betting  has  come  to  the  following, 
concluiiions:  (1)  A  2(4  per  eaat  ad 
valorem  duty  on  all  betting  tran'^ac- 
tiona,  to  be  recoverable  by  means  of 
a  stamp,  as  in  the  case  of  the  enter- 
tainment tax;  (2)  No  introduet ioti  of 
the  toulizator  or  pari-mutucl  »y»ltm, 
(3)  A  arstem  of  rgfiatratioii  or 
licensing  of  bookmakers  aa  a  protec- 
tion for  the  pubUc;  aad  (4)  No  legal 
recognition  of  a  betting  contract  and 
no  1.  -al  enforceability  of  betting  ob- 
ligation*. While  these  are  the  maia 
reeommcndathms  there  is  not  much 
immediate  likelihood  ol  their  being 
incorporated  ia  law.  It  will  largely 
depend  upon  the  political  complexion 
of  thejiast  Oovarasnaat.
